BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. Petition for the vacation of a certain 

portion of an alley having been filed with the Fort Wayne 

City Plan Commission on October 11, 1974 following a public 

hearing thereon, all in accordance with Section 44, Chapter 

17A, of the Acts of the General Assembly of the State of 

Indiana, as amended by Section 3, Chapter 385, of the Acts 

of 1963 of the General Assembly of the State of Indiana 

(Burns Ind. Stat., 1974 Replacement, Sec. 53-744), the 

Thoroughfare Plan as set forth in General Ordinance No. G-97 

adopted by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne 

on November 26, 1963, is amended by deleting the following 

portion of an alley, to-wit: 

A portion of that North-South alley in Archer's 
Addition to Fort Wayne, lying between Lots 170, 

171, 172, 173 and Lots 182, 183, 184 and 185, 
extending approximately 208 feet south of the south 
right-of-way of Huffman Street.. 

SECTION 2. After passage of this Ordinance, approval 
by the Mayor and legal publication, a duly certified copy 
of this Ordinance, of the recommendation of the Fort Wayne 
City Plan Commission, and of the action of the Mayor, shall 
be transmitted by the City Clerk to the Board of Public Works 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana.

PETITION TO VACATE A PORTION OF AN ALLEY 

Comes now Trinity Lutheran Church, a church in Allen County, Indiana, and 
hereby petitions the City Plan Commission of the City of Fort Wayne, for the vacation 
of a part of that certain public alley hereinafter described, the same being located in 
the City of Fort Wayne, Allen County, Indiana: 

A portion of that North-South alley in Archer's Addition 

to Fort Wayne, lying between Lots 170, 171, 172, 173 and 

Lots 182, 183, 184 and 185, extending approximately 208 

feet south of the south right-of-way of Huffman Street. 

That portion of the alley proposed to be vacated is indicated in red on the 
partial map of Archer's Addition, which is attached hereto and incorporated herein by 
reference, and marked Exhibit "A" . In support of its petition. Petitioner represents 
as follows: 

1. It is the fee simple owner of Lots 170, 171, 172, 173, 182, 183, 184 and 185 
of Archer's Addition. 

2. Petitioner has reason to believe that said alley is utilized for certain utility 
easements and Petitioner agrees that it will cooperate with those utilities involved in 
the maintenance of the lines located therein. 

3. That the partial vacation of this alley would not deny access to any of the 
abutting property owners south of petitioner's real estate, as each of said properties 
fronts either on St. Marys Avenue or Oakland Street. 

4. That none of the abutting property owners south of petitioner's real estate 
object to the partial vacation of this alley and so many of said property owners as were 
able to be contacted have signed and approved this petition. 

5. That the alley, a portion of which your petitioner proposes to have vacated, 
has never been improved, except as to the portion running through the property of 
your Petitioner. 

6. That the aforementioned portion of said alley is not needed for ingress or 
egress or as a right of way of your Petitioner or any of the citizens of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana, and it is Petitioner's belief that the partial vacation of said alley will Inure 


to the benefit of all citizens of this community being in no wise necessary nor ad van- 



tageous in any manner to the growth of this City nor necessary for ingress or egress 
to any real estate within the city. 

7. That your Petitioner as aforementioned, has improved that portion of the 
alley lying between and running through the real estate which it owns. Said improve¬ 
ment being for the purpose of making its real estate lying along Oakland Street into a 
parking lot for Sunday worshippers and as a playground for the children of its paro¬ 
chial school. 

8. Your Petitioner believes that the partial vacation of said alley will enable 
your Petitioner to make more advantageous and proper development of the properties 
located adjacent thereto, said property being utilized for religious and educational 
purposes, it being contemplated that the area to be vacated will unify the church 
properties and contribute materially to the efficient use of the property for playground, 
parking and other purposes related to the religious and educational purposes of the 
church. 

9. That as an additional purpose, your Petitioner seeks vacation of the above 
described portion of said alley to prevent casual and misdirected motorists from 
driving through said alley and across the area where your Petitioner's worshippers 
are crossing and its children are playing. 

10. That your Petitioner has no intention, nor desire, to build any permanent 
structure upon the land presently occupied by said alley. 

11. Your Petitioner has filed with the Board of Public Works of the City of Fort 
Wayne, a petition in regard to the vacation of the above described portion of this alley 
and has requested an appropriate resolution and action by the Board of Public Works 
of the City of Fort Wayne.
